was particularly notable, as he spoke 
definitely for the

He declared in so many 
words that the Hull-Hawley bill could 
not become a law at this session. He 
and .those who stood with him were 
willing to give the president all the 
money and every man he desired, hut 
tfcey were determined that no great 
standing army should be fastened upon 
the country without full and free dis- 
cussion.

He said: "We are offering everything 


that is fair and just and right. We 
hav.e no disposition, or intention 
to 


force an extra session of congress and 
we say to you that every bill that le- 
gitimately and of right ought to be a 
law can be passed at this session. We 
will give you every man you need by 
the extension of the provisions of the 
present law for two years. That will
